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Largest  freshman  class  helps  boost 
student  body  12%  over  last  year: 


Record  enrollment  of  1,043  tightens  housing 


Records  fell  in  all  directions  as 
Presbyterian  College  began  the 
-  fall  semester  with  1,043  stu- 
dents, the  largest  enrollment  in  its  106- 
year  history. 

That  total  represented  a  12  percent 
increase  over  last  year's  registration  of 
931  and  brought  a  scramble  for  extra 
housing  to  accommodate  the  overflow 
from  regular  dormitory  facilities.  In 
exceeding  1,000  for  the  first  time,  the 
college  also  had  new  highs  in  the  fol- 
lowing categories: 

•  587  men  (56%  of  total) 

•  456  women  (44%) 

•  1,200  freshman  applications 

•  319  freshmen  enrolled 

"This  type  of  response  in  the  face  of 
the  dwindling  student  pool  indicates 
that  Presbyterian  College  is  being  rec- 
ognized more  widely  as  one  of  the  truly 
distinguished  private  colleges  of  the 
South,"  President  Kenneth  B.  Orr  said. 
"Even  as  we  speak  of  increased  numbers, 
however,  let  me  assure  alumni  and 
friends  that  PC  does  not  intend  to  grow 
much  larger.  Our  school  needed  to  pass 
the  1 ,000  mark  for  greater  stability,  but 
we  are  committed  to  retaining  the  per- 
sonal touch  that  is  its  very  heart." 

Presbyterian  last  November  drew  the 
spotlight  of  recognition  in  the  U.S. 
News  <S  World  Report  article  "The  Best 
Colleges  in  America."  Also  contribu- 


ting to  PC's  record  numbers  are  intensi- 
fied efforts  in  the  admissions  office  and 
the  special  recruiting  work  of  alumni. 
Standards  of  acceptance  remained  the 
same  and  produced  a  freshman  class 
with  impressive  credentials. 

Students  enrolled  for  this  107th  aca- 
demic year  come  from  19  states  and  7 
foreign  countries.  South  Carolina  leads 
the  field,  quite  naturally,  with  529 
representatives.  Georgia's  344  men  and 
women  run  a  strong  second,  while  Flor- 
ida adds  55  to  the  campus  population 
and  North  Carolina  has  51.  The 
remaining  count  shows  Virginia  with 
15;  Tennessee,  10;  Alabama,  9;  and 
others  from  Connecticut,  Delaware, 
Illinois,  Indiana,  Kentucky,  Massachu- 
setts, Maryland,  New  York,  Ohio, 
Pennsylvania,  Texas  and  Wisconsin. 

The  foreign  contingent  includes  stu- 
dents from  Argentina,  England,  Scot- 
land, Switzerland,  Uruguay,  Venezuela 
and  West  Germany. 

Other  statistics  show  that  PC  remains 
90  percent  residential,  has  31  part-time 
and  special  students,  and  15  superior 
seniors  from  Clinton  and  Thornwell 
high  schools  registered  for  a  college 
class  under  our  joint-enrollment  pro- 
gram. All  are  counted  in  the  1,043  total. 

With  the  five  men's  and  three  women's 
dormitories  filled  to  capacity,  college 
officials  leased  and  remodeled  nearby 
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Mayes  Cottage  from  Thornwell  Home 
to  accommodate  24  women  students 
and  put  additional  women  in  two  cam- 
pus houses.  The  overflow  of  men  stu- 
dents has  been  handled  by  converting 
the  former  Brimm-Beaty  home  into 
space  for  14  and  putting  others  in  the 
Douglas  House  guest  rooms,  fraternity 
lodges  and  as  a  third  resident  in  some 
Smyth  Hall  suites. 

The  illustration  below  charts  growth 
over  the  past  25  years,  during  which 
time  the  student  population  has  doubled. 
Most  of  the  increase  occurred  in  the 
women's  enrollment.  In  1962,  before 
full  coeducation,  there  were  43  women 
attending  primarily  as  day  students. 
Their  numbers  began  to  climb  with  the 
first  women's  dorm  in  1965  and  steadily 
increased  as  other  facilities  were  added. 
The  student  body  total  passed  the  900 
mark  for  the  first  time  with  the  start  of 
the  Orr  administration  in  1979. 

PC  inaugurates  church  youth 
leader  awards  for  presentation 
at  Youth  Day  on  November  8 

The  special  service  of  young  people  will 
receive  recognition  through  the  Pres- 
byterian College  Outstanding  Church 
Youth  Leader  Awards  being  established 
this  year. 

Local  church  congregations  in  the 
Synod  of  the  Southeast  are  nominating 
for  these  citations  high  school  juniors 
and  seniors  on  the  basis  of  their  in- 
volvement in  church  activities  and 
promise  for  the  future.  They  will  be 
invited  to  the  PC  campus  for  award 
presentations  as  part  of  the  1986  Youth 
Day  program  on  November  8. 

Thousands  of  synod  young  people 
have  attended  Youth  Day  here  since  the 
event  began  in  1963.  They  come  as 
guests  of  Presbyterian  College  to  get  an 
informal  glimpse  of  campus  life  at  the 
school  their  churches  support.  The 
day's  activities  include  a  program  of 
welcome,  meal  and  football  game. 


Alumni  votes  name 
Patrick,  LeFever 
to  top  positions. 

Recent  mail-ballot  elections  drew 
a  strong  response  in  tapping

And  close  voting  margins  testified  to 
the  popularity  of  nominees  in  each 
position.

This  controversial  subject,  explored  by  national  leaders  of  mass  communica- 
tions, will  be  the  focus  of  Presbyterian  College's  first  annual  Arnold  Symposium 
scheduled  for  November  17-19.  Its  participants  from  diverse  fields  range  from  tele- 
vision veteran  Edwin  Newman  to  Pulitzer  Prize-winning  editorialist  Edwin  Yoder 
and  six  other  media  notables.  Newman  will  deliver  the  keynote  address. 

The  symposium  will  launch  the  broadly  conceived  Russell  Project  in  media 
literacy  to  make  PC  students  and  the  public  more  aware  of  the  power,  potential  and 
dangers  of  modern  mass  communications.  An  essay-writing  contest  for  high  school 
students  on  the  subject  "Ethics  and  the  Media"  also  is  being  conducted  as  part 
of  the  symposium.  Winners  will  be  awarded  cash  prizes,  with  Newman  making  the 
presentations. 

Other  plans  for  the  Russell  Project — underwritten  by  an  endowment  grant  from 
the  Russell  Trust  of  Atlanta — envision  an  expansion  of  media-oriented  activities  to 
include  interdisciplinary  classroom  work,  more  extracurricular  endeavors  on  campus 
and  student  internships  off  campus.
